1. Page 1, line 21, "the nut 14" have been changed - the nut 13 ~. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 -3 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claims are allowable over the prior art of record for at least the reason that 
the prior art fails to teach or suggest the rim of the nut is sleeved on an intermediate 
portion of the inner sleeve, the rim of the outer sleeve is sleeved on the flared opening 
of the inner sleeve with the shoulder being flush with the flared opening of the inner 
sleeve, and the obligue teeth of the resilient gripping ring exert an inwardly gripping 
force onto the outer surface of the shield for fastening the front end of the cable in the 
connector as set forth in the claimed combination.
